The two incinerator men, though 
not appearing together, both dwelt 
at great length on the need for new 
equipment and Mr. Dallas declared 
to councilmen that the truck he 
uses to collect garbage “has no 
running board to speak of”, no tail 
light, no emergency brake and the 
muffler is broken across a leak in 
the gas tank.

tendency to let the drivers have 
their way concerning which routes 
are to be traveled and which are 
not. 
No Departure la Authorized 
Councilmen and Mr. W atkin were 
both vehement In declaring they 
had not authorized any departure 
from the franchise and in declaring 
they mean to see the Pleasant 
Heights people "get the bus service 
they deserve.” 
It also was pointed out that re 
pairs to the disputed Wyoming ave. 
stretch were held up by the flood, 
when Mr. W atkin was forced to 
place his entire street crew of 12 
men on flood emergency work. 
Mr. W atkin said, however, that 
as soon as the necessity for work 
on the flooded River road Is re 
lleved, he intends to “get the Wy 
oming ave. road in shape as soon 
as possible.”

Break Brought To Council'

inch main in the Dewey ave. hill­ 
side. 
Safety-Servlbe Director W atkin 
explained to council that the main 
broke once Saturday in two places, 
was repaired, broke again Monday 
morning and again in another place 
Monday night. 
The recurrent problem convinced

There 
always are some citizens of this remarkable country 
who can be depended on to think that the only truly 
great things are being accomplished somewhere 
else. 
Today, they have eyes only for Russia. Their ad- 
. miration for Russia's military accomplishment Is so 
■ great that it suddenly seems to have excused every­ 
thing else about Joseph Stalin's dictatorship. Even 
the vice president of the United States has Indi­ 
cated that he Is wonderful whether this country 
might be wise to copy some of Russia's methods.

Butadiene Looms As Bottleneck In Rubber Plans; 


But Once It Is Tamed Our Troubles Will Vanish

WASHINGTON—If you’re dream- 
ing of a white sidewall, keep 
your fingers crossed for butadiene, 
the gremlin gas. 
Once this test-tube pixy is pro­ 
perly tamed, our synthetic rub­ 
ber troubles will be as good as 
gone. 
You and I may be able to get 
new synthetic tires by late in 
1944 — at present no one sees any 
prospect of them sooner. 
Butadiene Is the main reason. 
It’s the biggest bottleneck in the 
synthetic rubber program, which Is 
Just about our biggest war pro­ 
duction headache. 
The most promising source of 
synthetic rubber to meet our na­ 
tional needs is buna S, made by 
mixing two ingredients known as 
styrene and butadiene. 
The former Is relatively simple 
to produce and the rubber people 
think they’ve got It all lined up. 
But butadiene Is something else. 
It comes from a big family of near­ 
ly Identical hydrocarbons and get­ 
ting It to emerge alone and in us 
able form is tricky business. 
A quarter of the butadiene we 
are going to use for buna S will 
come from alcohol and the rest 
from petroleum. 
One of our troubles Is that we’re 
starting from scratch in building 
the synthetic rubber business. 
In the first place we are accus­ 
tomed to using—mostly for tires 
—more rubber than the rest of 
the world combined, for we are the 
only nation with such a large per­ 
centage of the population depend­ 
ent on rubber-tired transportation.

Dry vegetables like 
navy beans, split peas and lentils 
are not included. 
Q.—W hat about chicken soup, 
canned beef broth, turtle soup and 
other soups made of meat or poul­ 
try stock containing few, if any 
vegetables? 
A.—All canned soups are ration­ 
ed, no m atter w hat their content. 
But not dehydrated soups. 
Q.—B ut w hy ration all canned 
soups. W hy not only those made all 
or largely from vegetables?

If we can’t 
get one kind, we are likely to take 
another.

Q.—W ill the housewife have to 
make an inventory of her canned 
goods by products — so many cans 
of peas, so m any of beans, so many 
of cherries, and so on? 
A.—No, she need report only the 
total number of cans that her 
household has on hand when ra­ 
tioning begins. 
Q.—Can the housewife use the 
ration books of all the members of 
her fam ily when she goes shop­ 
ping?

The Bast Liverpool branch of

Of Gasoline, Fuel Oil 
Rations On East Coast

The first witness in an investi­ 
gation of the petroleum shortage, 
the petroleum administrator said 
he had not felt justified in “hold­ 
ing out any hope in the relaxation 
of

necessary 
rationing 
of 
gasoline” and can hope for only 
slight easing In fuel oil quotas. 
‘Hand To Mouth Basis' 
“When all is said and done.’* he 
testified, "we are living on a hand 
to mouth basis and we are going 
to continue on a hand to mouth 
basis.” 
Ickes 
said 
the 
new 
pipe line 
from east Texas to Illinois, going 
Into operation Feb. I, will help re­ 
lieve the -situation, but petroleum 
demands for the American forces 
in North Africa are growing. 
The sea haul across the Atlan­ 
tic from the east coast is shorter 
and 
safer than 
the route 
from 
Texas gulf ports, he said, and con­ 
sequently the drpin on eastern pe­ 
troleum supplies is large. 
Ickes said he hopes a new a s ­ 
mile pipeline from Illinois to New 
Jersey can be completed by June 
I. 
Another Pipeline Considered 
The 
war 
production 
board 
is 
considering another pipeline from 
Texas to the east coast, he said, 
observing 
that 
committee 
mem­ 
bers need not be surprised if a 
third line later were suggested. 
Reviewing the supply situation, j 
Ickes said eastern states’ demand 
is 
running 
to 
1.500,000 
barrels 
of oil daily, as against 
present 
transportation of about 
1,000,000 
barrels. Rail tank cars are wear­ 
ing out and 14 percent of them 
now are In the repair shop all the 
time, he said.

“We believe it is more import­

Don't waste what meat you 
are allotted; us© every bit of it. 
in our extravagant American way, 
we have been allowing the butcher 
to bone our meat and throw the 
bones away. Now we m ust insist 
upon having them Included in our 
purchase and slip them into the 
soup kettle to make a nourishing 
soup. We pay for the bones, you 
know, ’ and are entitled to them. 
Cover them with water, simmer 
gently for a couple of hours, keep 
liquid In a bowl In your refrigera­ 
tor.

Food Setup to Be Dropped 
In County By March I 


* Special T * Th* Review. 
LISBON, Jan. 5—The IT. S. de­ 
partment of agriculture's recent 
decision to liquidate its food stamp 
plan by March I will affect approxi­ 
mately 1.200 persons in Columbiana 
county, according to County Mana­ 
ger Paul Smith. 
Meanwhile, State Welfare Direc­ 
tor Charles L. Sherwood said at 
Columbus, abandonment of the plan 
affects 28 Ohio counties and one 
city in which the food program op­ 
erates. 
Business Gain Reflected 
The uptrend of private business 
and war industry employment is 
reflected in the proportionate de­ 
creases in participants in the seven 
county welfare agencies and the 
curtailment of the national pro­ 
grams, the WPA and the surplus 
commodities 
distribution, 
which 
has been operating under the stamp 
plan without direct distribution of 
the surplus foods. 
Mr. Smith said the county stamp 
business during December totaled 
$8,716.50 in the value of foods. 
The largest participant in the 
food stamp plan is direct relief

The late John Croxall, a pioneer 
potter of Bast Liverpool, was born 
in the little village of Copystde, 
England, and came to America In 
1844 when he was 20. 
On the first Sunday he was in 
East Liverpool he attended church 
In the little Chapel occupied by 
the Methodist denomination. 
Mr. 
Croxall never forgot that experi­ 
ence. 
The church was arranged with 
a high dividing board down the 
center aisle. The fathers and eons 
were seated in one section while 
the mothers and daughters were 
on the other side of the “fence”. 
In the center of the church was 
a stove, and often the services 
would be interrupted by some male 
worshiper climbing over his com­ 
panions to get to the stove to spit 
a et ream of tobacco Juice into the 
flames.
